The  Orswell  Mills  were  erected  in  1886  and  the  first  spinning  was  done  in  May  of  that 
year.  The  founders  of  the  Company  were  W.M.  Orswell,  president,  and  tf.F.  Stiles, 
treaisurer.  C.T,  Crocker  was  president  at  the  time  of  his  death.  The  Company  was 
a sound  and  strong  Fitchburg  industrial  enterprise.  In  1912  the  plant  was  wholly 
operated  by  steam  power  from  a I5OO  h.p.  engine.  The  mills  are  of  brick  construction, 

4 stories  in  height,  with  a length  of  51?  ft.  and  a depth  of  78  ft.  They  provide 
an  area  of  l6l,304  sq.  ft.  In  1912  there  were  40,000  spindles  amd  350  persons  employed. 
In  May  I89I  the  original  building  was  enlarged  to  neaurly  double  its  former  size. 

In  1892  it  was  one  of  the  largest  plants  of  its  kind  in  the  country.  Its  products 
had  a reputation  for  excellence.  The  tops  of  the  towers  have  been  removed.

The  Nockege  Mills  aere  established  in  February  1893  to  manufacture  print  cloths. 

It  was  a finely  equipped  concern  with  buildings  of  brick,  four  stories  high,  and, 
like  the  Orswell  Mills,  were  constructed  with  reference  to  the  health  and  comfort 
of  operatives  as  well  the  utmost  economy  and  convenience  in  the  work  of  manu- 
facturing, The  main  building  is  325*  x 80*  with  a boiler  and  engine  room  80*  x 55* 
with  a 600  h.p.  engine  in  189^,  In  189^  there  were  20,000  spindles,  500  looms,  and 
the  capacity  of  125,000  yards  of  print  cloth  per  month.  There  were  300  operatives 
employed.  It  was  under  the  same  management  as  the  Orswell  Mills  with  ^'^r.  W.M. 
Orswell,  president  and  agent  and  Mr.  W.F.  Stiles,  treasurer.

In  1844  Walter  Haywood  (formerly  of  Gardner,  a pioneer  of  the  chair  industry  in 
America)  with  Leander  P.  Gomee  hegain  the  manufacture  of  chairs  by  machine  in  part  of 
the  Old  Red  Mill  on  West  St.  before  moving  to  the  new  Water  St.  building  owned  by 
Alvah  Crocker.  This  building  burned  out  and  Heywood  started  over  in  rented  space 
when  Crocker  rebuilt  on  the  saune  spot.  In  I856  he  opened  a foreign  trade  with  Eng- 
land, Europe,  the  West  Indies,  Africa,  China  and  Japaji.  ,It  was  again  burned  out  in 
1870  with  a loss  of  $130,000  and  200  men  out  of  work.  Plywood  was  66  at  this  time. 

He  then  purchased  9 acres  on  River  St,  and  built  a new  plant.  This  was  used  by  Walter 
Heywood  Chair  Mfg,  Go.  until  about  1882.  In  1892  it  was  bought  by  Iver  Johnson  for 
arms  and  cycle  ^mfg.  There  were  500-600  employees  in  1822.

Architecturally  this  is  the  best  and  earliest  textile  mill  in  the  Fitchburg  vicinity. 

In  about  1842  or  before,  the  firm  of  Blackburn  and  Clark  erected  a shoddy  mill  which 
some  10  years  later  burned  to  the  ground.  In  its  stead,  Mr.  George  Blackburn  erected 
the  present  mills.  Since  1852  to  1892  it  only  manufactured  duck.  The  mills 
run  wholly  by  water  (125  b.p.)  One  hundred  people  were  employed.  Every  kind  of  duck 
was  manufactured  in  all  widths  from  18  to  122  inches.  The  policy  of  the  mill  owners 
was  liberal;  labor  was  paid  better  than  in  most  of  the  factories,  and  naturally  there 
was  a better  class  of  help.  The  proprietors  had  another  mill  at  Ashbumham  which  was 
run  in  connection  with  this  where  the  yam  was  spun  and  brought  here  to  be  woven.

The  original  buildings  were  erected  in  1884  by  the  Snow  Paper  Go.  and  operated  by 
this  company  for  one  year.  In  188?  it  was  bought  by  Albert  N.  and  Seth  L.  Lowe  and 
called  Falulah  Paper  Go,  Manilla  wrapping  paper  was  made  at  first  and  soon  manilla 
box  and  t^y  board.  The  second  year  coating  was  added.  This  was  the  only  mill  in 
the  country  in  1892  making  and  coating  box-board  paper.  In  1890  a machine  room  was 
added.  The  original  buil'Ungs  were  of  wood.  In  1892  a brick  building  200*  x 65' 

2 stories  and  basements  was  constructed.  In  1892  they  had  225  h.p.  steam  engine  and 
125  h.p.  from  water. 

Earlier  on  this  site  was  Richardson's  scythe  shop  and  a scythe  factory  run  by  Alpheus 
Kimball  and  Sons.
